| Postal -Officials Outlined 

Procedure In Washing- 
ton Last Week 

Postal officials said last Satur- 


day that machinery has been set 
üp to assuré quick payment of 


|sire te cash their "baby bonds" 
after theyrare distributed in June. 
Following is the procedure out- 
lined by officials; 

A veteran applies for payment 
of'his bonus certificate in $50 
jbonds by sending an application 
[diank with his fingerprints and 
other data to the nearest office of 
the veterans’ administration. 

After tt has checked over the 
application, the veterans" admin- 
jistration certifles the application 
to the treasury department. 

The treasury department makes 
out an order for the proper num- 
ber of $50 bonds, plus a check to 
cover any odd amount. These are 
sent to the federal reserve bank 
in the veterans’ district. 

The federal reserve bank makes 
up a bundle for each veteran. 
containing as many $50 bonus 
baby bonds" as the veteran is 
owed, plus the check to cover. the 
lodd amount. 

* On June 15, these packages will 
start to move to veterans, through 
the registered letter.service of the 
postoffice department. Postmast- 
frs have been- instructed to de- 
liver these packages only to the 
veteran named on the package, 
eten though the package may be 
addressed in "care of" another 
person, firm, hotel or company. If 
the veteran bas died or moved out 
of the post -office's jurisdiction, 
the package will be returned to 
the reservve bank to await a new 
claim for it. 
As soon asa veteran receives 
his bonds, he may take them to 
his local postoffice and apply for 
cash payment The local post- 
master will forward the-bonds to
